ferry will be built across the Saskat- 
chewan fof the convenience of the set- 
tlers to thé forth, The road east to 
Campbell's Lake is being completed 
at a cost of $1,000, and the south road 
will be rushed to completion during 
the summer, Mr, Holden was pleas- 
ed with the reception given Mr, White 
and bespoke for him the Liberal sup- 
port ot the constituency. 
The Candidate Speaks, 

Mr. White was given a great ovation 
on both occasions. He has spent 23 
years in the West, and his contrast 
ot the conditions previous to and since 
the Laurier administration, was ac 
cepted unreservedly as coming from 
one who has had practical experience 
of the conditions as they exist and 
existed. The Conservative party 
never had a policy which was in the 
interests of the settlers, but during 
their regime had played continuously 
into the hands of railway and grain 


corporations, With the C.P.R, hold. 
ing up the farmer by exorbitant 
freight rates, and the conspiracy of 


the elevator nen, a favorable market 
for western products was impossible, 
The great achievement of the Liberal 
government was the settling of the 
West, as shown by a comparison of 
the diomestead entries, In 185, the 
year previous to the inauguration of 
the Liberal policy in 1896, the home- 
stead entries had dwindled down to 
1857. In 1806 the number of home- 
stead entries rose te 2,888 and to 41,- 
869 in the year 1906, This great in- 
flux of settlers was largely due, said 
Mr. White, to the farsighted poliey 
of the British preferential tariff which 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier had secured tor 
imports from Great Britain. <A mar- 
ket was thus opened up for ‘the pro- 
ducts of Western lands, and settle- 
ment was no longer cramped, but ex- 
panded to a wonderful degree, 
Grain Dealers’ Combination. 

ir, White depicted very effectively 
the grain dealers’ combination with 
the C.P.R, to keep down prices, By 
the Dominion Grain Act of 1900 every 
elevator became a public warehouse. 
. The order board in the office was open 
to all the district and the grain dealer 
took his turn with the farmer in the 
shipments of grain over the C, P. R. 
Thus in «# manner which muet come 
home to every farmer, the Liberal} 4 
government = protected jhe — set'lers 
against monopolists, 

As regards the Saskatchewan land 
deal, Mr, White showed the fallacies 
of the statements made in this con- 
nection by his opponent, F, A, Morri- 

The land which was acquired by 
this company had been a barren 
waste and the portions held by the 
C.P.R. ws a bonus tor their building 
the line from Regima to Prince Albert 
were considered by that corporation 
to be useless.

Settlers’ Fishing Rights Preserved, 
Mr, White disproved the statement 
that the fishery licenses, which hal 
been granted by the government, de- 
prived the settler of his right to fish 
in the lakes, Fishery inspectors look- 
ed after the rights of the settlers, 
Dr. Clarke on Canadian Trade. 
Dr, Clarke, the Federal candidate 
for Red Deer, more than made good 
his reputation ag one of the best in- 
formed men in Canada on matters of 
trade and commerce, He hinted that 


Mr, Morrison’s time liad not yet come 
to represent Victoria at Ottawa and 
pledded for a careful considé@ration of 
the principles at issue in the cam- 
paign, 

“Por any party vo have a truly 
‘national policy,’” said Dr. Clarke, 


“that policy must be national in’ its 
breadth of vieW, in‘its aims, and in 
its results, 

The Conservative party had no na- 
tional breadth of view when they en- 
abled the C.P.R. to be built, because 
a transcontinental railway was & pre- 
conception of the Alex. McKenzie gov- 
ernment, and was commenced by that 
Liberal administration at an expendi- 
ture of $37,000,000. When the Conser- 
vatives returned to power the C.P.R, 
Co. was formed by several of the par- 
liamentariang themselves, who took 
the subsidy to themselves. 

“The Conservative party stands for 
the C.P.R, and consequently can not 
have a national aim or outlook, On 
the other hand, the Liberal policy has 
always been national in that it stands 
tor Canada as opposed to vested in- 
terests. The Conservative policy of 
high protection looks to the interest 
of the thirty per cent. of the popula- 
tion represented by the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, while the 
Liberals stand on ‘the tariff question 


in the interests of the seventy per 
cent, who are tillers of the soil, 
“That the Liberal party has the 


only true national policy is judged by 
results,” 

The Conservatives built up a reeord 
of debt and deficits, while the Liber- 
al administration had practised econ- 
omy from year to year. Were it not 
for the burden of building the Grand 
Trunk Pacific the national debt would 
have been considerably deereased in 
the last budget report. 

The British preference was held up 
by Dr, Clarke as a conrcete result of 
the Liberal national policy of expau- 
sion. The Liberal administration rea- 
lized that a reduction of the tariff im 
favor of British goods of at first 25 
per cent, and then 33 1-3 per cent, 
would attract British trade to Canada 
and that every returning vessel, ar a 
natural consequence, would convey 
Canadian farm produce to the best 
market in the world. This was the 
éecret of the great development in the 
West ,and also explained why R. L. 
Borden in his tour of the West last 
year said nothing about tariff revision 
west of Winnipeg, He knew it would 
be poor campaign material with which 
to fill Western farmers, 

A Pure Business Proposition. 

Dr. Clarke assured his hearers that 
the Liberal Government negotiated 
the British preference in the Canadian 
market for no sentimental reasons, 
but because he thoroughly understood 
the laws of commercial reciprocity 
and the needs of the west, Interna- 
tional trade was an interchange of 
commodities, not of bullion and there- 
fore every linport was a customer jn 
that it enticed an caport. Statistics 
from the government trade and com- 
merce report showed how Canada's 
trade had enormously increased un- 
der the preference, Ln 1896 the ex- 
ports of butter amounted to $895,000 
while in 1906 the amount was $7,860,- 
000, and this im the face of the keen- 
est competition from dairy countries 
that confronted any Canadian farm 
product, Flour to the value of $377,- 
000 was exported to Great Britain in 
1896, and increased under the prefer- 
ence to $6,180,000 in 1906, A corre. 
sponding and im some cases greater 
increase in British imports from Can- 
ada was shown in other farm pro- 
ducts, 

“The difference between a commer- 
cial supremacy and comme cial medi 
ocrity,”” said Dr. Clark, “is the 
amount of internal trade of a country 

» opposed to foreign trade, The Un- 
ited States has not a great merchant 
marine because of her high tariff wall, 
Great Britain enjoys her great supre- 
macy because of the _retusal to put 
any impediment on her trade rela- 
tions with foreign nations.’ 

Protection Does Not Make Industries. 

Dr, Clarke:then expressed his belief 
that protection did not build up in- 
dustries, They grew by natural 
means, The d@mand for manufactur- 
ed articles was a grester spur to in- 
dustry than protection. Hf Canadian 
farmers had access to the best mar- 
kets of the world they would increase 
and multiply and where there was the 
i RSOHOR, manuiacturers would de- 
velop as a cabbage would grow when 
plented im (he soil.

theon Rekindles Army Troubles 
of Ten Years Ago.

Paris, June 4.—While entering the 
Pantheon today to attend the cere- 
monies in connection with interment 
oi the body of M. Zola, former Cap- 
tain Dreyfus was shot twice in the 
left arm by M, Gregori, The wounds 
are not thought to be serious, 

Dreyfus, standing immediately on 
the side of President Fallieres, first 
believed that the shooting Was an at- 
tempt to assassinate the president, but 
the vituperative utterances of Gregori 
immediately following the shooting 
showed that he meant to kill Dreyfus 
only. Gregori was immediately eur- 
rounded and disarmed, All maintain- 
ed the utmost coolness, and the pre- 
sident calmly reviewed‘ the troops, 
which was a part of the ceremony of 
the day. Tha renewal of the anti- 
Dreyfus feeling is growing in intensity 
constantly. 

Signs of Serious Trouble in Paris. 

It is feared serious disturbance, in- 
cited by the anti-Semitic party, will 
result from the interment of Emile 
Zola’s body in the Pantheon to-day, 
The first signs of impending trouble 
were given last night, when bands of 
students, roughs and others, Social- 
ists and anti-Zolaists, paraded the 
main thoroughfare in the Latin quar- 
ter, frequently coming to blows and 
keeping the large extra force of police 
busy, Shortly before midnight a de- 
termined attempt was made to storm 
the approaches to the Pantheon to the 
accompaniment of the ‘‘Marscillaise,” 
and cries of “Throw him in the sea!” 
but the police soom rounded up the 
rioters and drove them away. The 
street leading to the Pantheon was 
fuarded and patrolled, no one being 
allowed to pass, During the course of 
the evening some forty students were 
arrested, and kept in the station 
house until they |had cooled dewn. 

The Old Feud Re-Kindled. 

Realizing that Zola was being glori- 
fied not so much as a reward for his 
prodigious literary activity, but be- 
cause he was the first great leader 
in the Dreyfus affair, which routed 
the general staff of the army and 
forced France to purge herself of the 
ehurge of social injustice, has revived 
Whatever is left of the animosity that 
ten years ago divided France into two 
camps, This is apparent from the 
rage manifested by former antieDrey- 
fus papers, which are heaping insults 
upon the memory of Zola as a tradue- 
er of France in his novels, and erying 
that the tramsference of his remains 
to the Pantheon is a national dis- 
grace,” Thus reactionary agencies are 
plainly trying to provoke  anti-Zola 
manifestations to-day.

In the New York-Paris Race? No Word 
For Five Days. 


Paris, June 4. Some alarm is begin 
ning to be felt here owing to the long 
silence of the contestants in the New 


York-Paris automobile race. They were 
last heard of at remote points in Si- 
beria, which was five days ago.

peal to the Russian committee of the 
race has been made to institute inquiry 
along the lines of the Trans-Siberian 
railroad, 
Sending Searching Party. 

Paris, June 4.—The Russian committee 
is sending ® searching party today to 
look for the contestants in the New York 
Paris avutomobile race, as it is feared 
hara has overtaken them in the lonely 
fastnesses of the Siberian wilds. 


Kent County Objects to Autos.

NO CHECKS FOR 
CIVIL SERVANTS 


Obstruction at Ottawa Being Felt 
In Edmonton.---No Checks 
For May. 


The action of the Opposition in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa in ob- 
structing the passing of the estimates 
is being severely felt by the  em- 
ployees of the Dominion Government 


in Kdmonton. The employees of 
the lands office, post office, customs, 
ete., have not yet received their 
checks for May, and as the govern- 


ment has always been very prompt in 
paying on the last day of every month 
they are naturally becoming  im- 
patient for their money. 

One of the leading Dominion gov- 
ernment officials, speaking to a Bulle- 
tin representative today, expressed 
himself very strongly on the matter, 
pointing out that many of the em- 
ployees had urgent need of the money 
and were greatly inconvenienced by 
the cheques failing to come to hand. 
The departments at Ottawa have been 


wired in inquiry as to when the 
money will be forthcoming, but no 
reply has yet been received,

Oppositiag econ Decides Not To 
Oppose Militia Dept. Estimates. 
Fear Public Opinion.

Ottawa, June 3—At an opposition 
caucus this afternoon it was decided 
that the obstruction policy would not 
be forced against the item in the mili- 
tia estimates for holding annual train- 
ing camps this year. The opposition 
are realizing that the policy of com- 
plete exclusion of all items of supply 
is getting them into bad odor with the 
civil servants throughqut the country, 
whore being kept out of their salar- 
ies, with the consequent far-reaching 
effect upon the public genaraly, There 
was some plain talk in the caucus to- 
day against the folly of unnecesarily 
holding up preasing and non-contenti- 
ous items in the estimates, By let- 
fing a small amount of estimates 
through each day, it was pointed out 
the public might be led to think the 
time-killing criticisms which take up 
the time of the House each day are 
in a measure legitimate, At the same 
time the obstruction would be equally 
as effective as by passing only small 
amounts of supply each day the ses- 
sion could be indefinitely prolonged. 

Want a Compromise, 

The growing feeling in the country 
against the wilful waste of time in 
the commons and the blocking of pub 
lie business, ig beginning to have its 
effect on the members to the speak- 
er’s left, and the wisdom of resisting 
all offers of compromise is doubted 
by many members of the opposition. 
The two leaders are both anxious to 
arrive at some agreement on the con- 
tentious first clause of the election bill 
that will be satisiaectory to both par- 
ties, thus enabling the business of the 
session to proceed, Lt is hoped that the 
negotiations toward this end, which 
are now under way will result next 
week in a way out of the present 
impasse and what both sides say they 
want will be achieveu, viz., fair lists 
in Manitoba.

He was a 
native of Scothind and built many miles 
of the Southern Pacific. He constructed 
the international bridge over the Rio 
Cirande, connecting the United States 
and Mexico, a large part of the Canadie 
Pacific and developed marvellously the 
resources of the ancient colony, Sir 
Robert was the builder of the Newfound- 
land railway, crossing that Gountry from 
Port aux Basque to St. Jotyns.

City Solicitgr Bown gave the 
opinion that the provincial tax in no 
way effected the right of the city to 
impose a iloor space assessment 


Ou the property assesment appeal 
Mr. O'Connor's contention wae that 
the assessment was too high The 


assessment of the property had been 
made at $30550, the whole lot at the 
corner of First and Jasper avenue. 
which included that owned by R. Teg- 
ler, being assessed for $40,550. lv 
comparing the assessment with other 
corner properties it was shown that 
the assessments of the Cristal block, 
the Lmperial, Merchants and Montreal 
banks and Gariepy & Lessard’s were 
placed at $42,000.
